Report also shows poverty 
at highest rate since 1997 

WAS H I N G T 0 N | The number of Americans 
without health insurance rose to 46.3 mil- 
lion last year as people began losing jobs and 
coverage in the current recession. The poverty 
rate hit 13.2 percent, an 11-year high. 

The Census Bureau’s annual report 
released Thursday offers a snapshot of the 
economic well-being of American households 
for 2008, the first full year of the recession. 
It does not capture the economic impact 
in the first half of 2009, when hundreds of 
thousands of Americans lost their jobs and 
likely their health insurance. 

The figures show about 46.3 million 
people were uninsured last year. That is 
higher than the 45.7 million in 2007, due 
to the steady erosion of employer-provid- 
ed health insurance. The percentage of 
Americans without health coverage rose to 
15.4 percent, which is not statistically dif- 
ferent from 15.3 percent in 2007. 

The nation’s poverty rate rose to 13.2 per- 
cent, up from 12.5 percent in 2007. There 
were 39.8 million, or nearly 1 in 7 people, liv- 
ing in poverty in 2008, an increase of about 
2,5 million from the previous year, (ap)

Swine Flu Shot Is One and Done 


Researchers relieved 
to find second dose 
of vaccine isn’t needed 

WAS H I N GTO N I There’s good news 
in the world’s flu fight: One dose 
of the new swine flu vaccine 
looks strong enough to protect 
adults — and can spark protec- 
tion within 10 days of the shot, 
Australian and U.S. researchers 
said Thursday. 

Australian shot maker CSL 
Ltd. published results of a study 
that found between 75 percent and 
96 percent of vaccinated people 
should be protected with one dose, 
which is remarkable, considering 
scientists thought it would take 
two doses. 

U.S. data to be released Friday 
confirm those findings, and show 
the protection starts rapidly, said 
Dr. Anthony Fauci of the National 
Institutes of Health. 

“This is quite good news,” 
Fauci said. 

The dose question has an 
important ramification: It means 
people will have to line up for 
influenza vaccinations twice this

year instead of three times — once 
for the regular winter flu shot and 
a second time to be inoculated 
against swine flu, what doctors 
call the 2009 HlNl strain. 

The winter flu vaccine is wide- 
ly available now, and U.S. health 
authorities urged people Thursday 
to get it out of the way now before 
swine flu shots start arriving in 
mid- October. 

Waiting to get the first inoc- 
ulation out of the way “is not in 
anybody’s best interest,” said Dr. 
Nancy Nielsen, past president of 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion. She said busy doctors need 
to have completed regular vacci- 
nations by the time they have to 
deal with HlNl shots. 

Thursday’s swine flu vaccine 
reports center on adults; stud- 
ies of the vaccine’s effectiveness 
in children aren’t finished yet.

Netanyahu is silent 
amid claims he lied 
to cover Moscow trip 

JERUSALEM I Benjamin Netanya- 
hu dropped out of sight for most 
of a day this week, a mysterious 
absence that has set off feverish 
speculation about what the Israeli 
leader was up to — and accusations 
he lied to cover up a clandestine 
trip to Moscow. 

After initially issuing a vague 
statement about visiting a top- 
secret Mossad installation inside 
Israel, Netanyahu kept silent on 
Thursday as reports emerged that 
he had flown to Moscow aboard 
a private jet for urgent talks on 
Iran, 

According to various accounts, 
the Israeli prime minister was 
either pushing the Russians to halt 
arms sales to Iran, or warning of 
an impending strike against Ira- 
nian nuclear facilities, or discuss- 
ing the recent disappearance of a 
Russian- crewed freighter. 


A shifting story line from 
Netanyahu’s office and then silence 
have enraged the local media, 
which branded the prime minis- 
ter a liar and painted his office as 
a chaotic scene of disarray. 

“Anarchy, turf wars and lies,” 
screamed a headline Thursday in 
the Haaretz daily. 

“Look what happened to the 
prime minister on his way to Rus- 


sia: His credibility, which was 
never sky high, took a hard blow,” 
wrote the Maariv daily. 

The affair erupted on Monday 
when reporters began inquiring 
about Netanyahu’s whereabouts. 
His schedule had been cleared, but 
even the prime minister’s media 
adviser, Nir Hefetz, admitted he 
did not know where Netanyahu

Truck Bomb Kills 19 in Iraq 


Suicide attack flattens 
neighborhood of small 
Shiite Kurdish village 

BAGHDAD | Kurdish lawmakers 
demanded the government step 
up security in northern Iraq after 
a suicide truck bomb flattened a 
neighborhood in a small village 
Thursday, killing 19 people and 
injuring 30 others in the most 
recent in a spate of attacks. 

Two suicide truck bombers tar- 
geted the Shiite Kurdish village of 
Wardek, about 35 miles southeast 
of Mosul, just after midnight. 


Local security forces fired on 
the driver of one truck when he 
refused to stop, but he was still able 
to detonate his bomb. The second 
assailant in the other explosives- 
laden truck was shot and killed 
before his bomb exploded, local 
officials and villagers said. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the bombing, but 
it bore the hallmarks of al- Qaeda 
in Iraq and other Sunni insurgents 
who remain active in Mosul and 
surrounding areas in Ninevah 
province — a region where U.S. 
commanders have warned that 
insurgents appear to be trying to 


stoke an Arab-Kurdish conflict. 

It follows several other deadly 
bombings in small villages of eth- 
nic and religious minorities, indi- 
cating that insurgents are seeking 
out relatively undefended targets 
to maximize casualties as the Iraqi 
army focuses its efforts on more 
central areas. 

“The ongoing terrorist and 
criminal acts in Ninevah are aimed 
again at the Kurds, Turkomen, Shi- 
ites and Yazidis — they are ethnic 
cleansing operations,” said Abdul- 
Muhsin al-Saadoun, a lawmaker 
of the Kurdistan Alliance parlia- 
mentary bloc.

213 Missing at Sea in Sierra Leone 


FREETOWN, SIERRA LEONE I More 
than 200 people, including many 
schoolchildren returning from 
holidays, were missing and feared 
dead Thursday, a day after a boat 
capsized at sea, authorities said. 

Thirty-nine passengers have 


been rescued so far off the coast 
of the West African nation, said 
Naval Lt. Cmdr, Mao Suma, who 
is in charge of the rescue opera- 
tion, which will continue at least 
until Saturday. 

Search teams have recovered 16 


bodies, Suma said, and 213 people 
are missing and feared dead. 

“We are not expecting any more 
survivors because of the turbulence 
of the sea in the area where the 
accident happened,” Suma said. 
“The sea is so turbulent and the 
tide very strong that it is difficult 
for anyone to swim,” (ap)

The District is moving closer to

REDSKINS I It was a simple ques- 
tion with an obvious answer. But 
Jim Zorn’s coy response to whether 
he held some of the playbook back 
in preseason games probably car- 
ried a different weight for fans who 
saw the footage. 

They’re certainly hoping he did.

When a seller lists a home “as is,” 
it means he or she can’t or won’t 
negotiate with the buyer over any 
fixes or credits. The buyer can get 
an inspection and make an effort 
to know what problems there might 
be, but he or she’s agreeing to take 
it without repairs. 

Just about everything needed 
repairs in Mark Mueller and Charles 
Martinez’s Northwest Washington 
house when they bought it in August 
to rehab it and make it their home. 
The four-story house in Bloom- 
ingdale had been gutted, its stair- 
case, appliances and cabinets ripped 
out, leaving holes in the floor. It 
was sold “as is” by a developer who 
wanted to walk away, said Mueller, 
42, who manages clinical research.

and the freezer freezes water, not 
that the appliances are pristine 
and free of bumps and wheezes. 
So, in a typical sale, if one of those 
systems is not in normal working 
order, the seller has to fix it. Buy- 
ers can negotiate to get sellers to 
make other repairs, too. 

But if a seller adds the “as is” 
clause to the contract and the 
buyer agrees to it, nothing except 
the smoke detectors, which are 


required by local law, needs to 
work properly. 

“They’re saying, 'Come get it; 
come look at it,’ but under the con- 
tract, I’m not required to repair 
anything,” said real estate agent 
Adrian Runnings. 

Although Mueller and Marti- 
nez, 30, a registered nurse, had 
a contractor walk through the 
house before the contract closed, 
they did not order a home inspec- 
tion. And although they have had 
no major surprises in the reno- 
vations — other than old news-

papers, coin pouches and letters 
falling out of ceilings and walls 
— real estate agents and lawyers 
still recommend that buyers get 
an inspection. 


“Generally, there’s more risk 
associated with an 'as is’ purchase, 
so it requires greater due diligence, 
greater inspection,” said Stuart 
D. Kaplow, a real estate lawyer in 
Towson, Md. “But it may not mean 
there’s an)Thing more wrong with 
the property.” 

With an “as is” property, if prob- 
lems are found during the inspec- 
tion, the buyer can walk away 
from the deal within an allotted 
amount of time, as specified by 
the contract. 

These days, owners of homes 


listed “as is” are often banks, which 
have taken them back through 
foreclosure, or distressed owners 
trying to achieve a “short sale” for 
an amount less than what they owe 
on the mortgage. 

Glen Baird, the principal bro- 
ker at VirginiaMLS.com Realty 
in Fairfax, said sellers often list 
homes “as is” because they don’t 
want to have to come up with 
$5,000 or $10,000 to fix problems 
they know about — particularly 
termite issues, he said.

wrong with the property that 
would not be found in a normal 
inspection, they do need to disclose 
the defects. Not disclosing them 
could be fraud, Konopka said. 

But bank-owned properties 
could have been vacant for months. 
Although a homeowner might know 
that the basement leaks, the bank 
probably wouldn’t. And that means 
the buyer wouldn’t know, either.

“There’s a slightly added risk 
factor there,” Hunnings said. 

However, not all buyers face a 
take-it-or-leave-it deal when buy- 
ing foreclosures. David Sunlin, 
senior vice president in charge of 
bank- owned properties for Bank 
of America, said his company 
doesn’t necessarily sell its homes 
in “as is” condition. 

“We make a conscious effort 
to try to bring all properties up 
to what we consider to be neigh- 
borhood standards,” Sunlin said. 
He added that they may negoti- 
ate with buyers over closing costs 
and repairs. 

That helps the bank get a price 
that’s closer to market value, he 
said. Bank of America also com- 
plies with all state disclosure laws, 
Sunlin said, though he acknowl-

haven’t been any surprises from 
the inspection or subsequently. 
The air-conditioning was in bad 
shape, a skylight was leaking, and 
the floors had to be redone, but his 
first purchase of an “as is” property 
is going smoothly so far. Because 
he took on the added risk, Bernard 
said, he got a deal, paying about 
$200,000 when the value on the 
tax record was $270,000. 

“The market was interesting for 
us,” he said. “The price of the house 
was less than market value.” 

Find out as much as you can 
before buying an “as is” proper- 
ty, real estate agents and lawyers 
advise. Ask neighbors about the 


home, and try to find out whether 
they know of any problems. Be par- 
ticularly cautious of anything that 
looks odd or poorly maintained. 

One thing that made Mueller 
and Martinez feel better when 
buying their “as is” home was a 
knowledgeable neighbor, who 
knew when the roof had been 
replaced, for example. 

They paid $360,000 for the 
home and got a $300,000 con- 
struction loan. Work, which 
included exposing brick walls, 
adding cabinets and bath fixtures, 
underpinning the foundation and 
adding a deck to the top floor, is 
expected to be done in the next 
few weeks. 

Carol McGee Taylor, a real 
estate agent in Mitchellville, said 
sometimes buyers of “as is” homes 
are disappointed once they get in 
and discover problems. She sug- 
gests that they buy warranties 
covering appliances and major 
systems. “Be prepared for things 
that are going to happen to the 
house,” she said. 

District-based agent Suzanne 
Des Marais, who helped Mueller 
and Martinez buy their house, 
cautioned buyers against shop- 
ping for “as is” properties solely 
online because “as is” could mean 
just about anything. 

“It could be from the range of 
you could move in and live in it 
once you turn the utilities on’ to

Buy, Fix Up, 
Rent, Reap 


Snapping up cheap 
properties with the 
intent to rent can be 
a smart investment 

While it may seem crazy to bet on 
real estate for a steady retirement 
income these days, that is exactly 
what Edward and Olivia Green 
are doing. 

With their golden years fast 
approaching — he is 64 and she is 
60 — the husband and wife have 
snapped up five investment homes 
in the past three years. They hope 
to buy more as the struggling real 
estate market continues to produce 
cheap properties. Their portfolio 
includes a condominium apart- 
ment in Manassas; two houses in 
Prince William County; and two 
houses in Memphis, Tenn, Their 
goal is to buy cheap foreclosure 
properties, fix them up and rent 
them out. 

The Greens said they prefer real 
estate to stocks and bonds because

they can touch it, drive by it on a 
weekend and look at it — which 
gives them a level of comfort in the 
midst of a volatile economy. 
Buyers such as the Greens 
seeking long-term cash flow from 
their holdings are emerging as 
the new investors of the bust. In 
many ways, they are reclaiming 
the term “investor” from the spec- 
ulators who bought homes during 
the boom years with intentions to 
flip them for quick gains. 

“At the peak of the bubble, you 
had a lot of people who called

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themselves investors but were 
really only buying a property with 
the hopes of selling it at a higher 
price to a greater fool later,” said 
Michael D, Larson, a real estate 
and interest rate analyst at Weiss 
Research in Florida. “The long- 
term way to invest in real estate 
is to buy cheap and buy at a level 
where it is profitable to rent; tra- 
ditionally, anything you got from 
appreciation was icing on the cake, 
not the cake itself.” 

In areas such as Prince Wil- 
liam County, where sales of fore- 
closure properties have dragged 
down home prices but rent pric- 
es remain relatively strong, the 
Greens’ strategy has become par- 
ticularly popular, local real estate

agents said. Nevertheless, these are 
not easy times for those looking 
to profit from the bust. Lending 
standards have tightened, making 
mortgages for investors harder to 
come by. There is also no guarantee 
that home prices will end their free 
fall. Buying a foreclosed-on home, 
fixing it up and then becoming a 
landlord requires patience, vigi- 
lance and capital, and success is 
not certain. 

Glenn Kelman, chief executive 
of Redfin.com, an online brokerage 
based in Seattle, said one of the first 
questions to consider as a potential 
investor is whether you want to 
become a hands-on landlord.

“If they don’t want to become 
a landlord, then they have to hire 
a property management profes- 
sional, and that is going to cut into 
their investment,” Kelman said. 
“That is the fundamental deci- 
sion that somebody has to make 
when going from a very liquid 
asset [such as stocks] to some- 
thing that is not all that liquid — 


and will make their phone ring in 
the middle of the night when the 
toilet clogs up.” 

While rental income ideally 
provides a steady stream of cash, 
a tenant’s finances can fall prey 
to the souring job market. With 
the recent wave of foreclosures, 
potential tenants may also have 
shoddy credit ratings, meaning 
landlords need to decide whether 
they’re worth the risk. 

Kelman said the best investors 
are often the “fix-it” types who 
can quickly size up how much 
they need to spend on a property 
to make it rentable. They are also 
the ones who are willing to spend 
their weekends and evenings mak- 
ing those repairs and maintaining 
the homes over time. 

“They are often wearing a tool 
belt on the weekend and doing it 
all themselves,” he said. 

Last month, Michael McNal- 
ly of Chantilly paid $53,000 for a 
three-bedroom, 2 1/2 -bath house 
in Dumfries. To make the pur- 
chase, he cashed in a $60,000 
certificate of deposit that was 
earning interest at about 3 per- 
cent, he said. 

McNally initially estimated that 
he would need about $7,000 to 
get the property in shape. He now 
expects to come in about $1,500 
over that by his self-imposed 
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deadline of June 1. He has already 
redone some walls, added fresh 
paint, gutted and refurbished all 
three bathrooms, and put down 
new carpet. 

McNally, an information tech- 
nology manager for a government 
contracting firm, said he was 
inspired to get into real estate 
investment by his 85-year-old 
grandfather, who started buying 
properties as a side job in Pennsyl- 
vania in the 1970s. He now owns 
about 45 such homes that have 
been paid off, McNally said. 

“He just rakes in all kinds of 
money,” he said. 

Danielle Babb, a real estate 
investor and a co-author of the 
book “Finding Foreclosures,” said 
she has been approached by many 
people looking for such properties. 
Many are getting discouraged, 
she said, because banks are tak- 
ing a long time to close on offers 
and finding financing has grown 
increasingly difficult. 

Some would-be buyers, even 
those with pristine credit, are get- 
ting turned down by banks if they 
have risky loans on their credit 
reports. Credit card debts are also 
causing problems at closing, with 
some banks asking buyers to pay 
off such accounts, she said. 

The best way to close a deal 
quickly is to pay cash, Babb said. 
If you need financing, make sure 
you’re satisfied with the mort- 
gages you have on the properties 
you already own, because it will 
become difficult to refinance once 
you start borrowing for other prop- 
erties, she said. 

The Greens bought their second 
property in 2007 using cash from 
a home- equity loan on the house 
where they live. The property is 
a three-bedroom townhouse in 
Woodbridge that had gone into 
foreclosure. Olivia Green, a real 
estate agent, had been showing the 
home to a military client who was 
interested in buying foreclosures. 

“We opened the door, and it 
was a disaster inside,” she recalled. 
“Even though she was looking for 
a foreclosure, she couldn’t see the 
potential in that one; she couldn’t 
see what could be done.” 

That evening, Olivia Green 


spoke with her husband, who runs 
a home repair business. They went 
together to view the property. They 
decided that with some work, the 
home could fetch a good rent, so 
they paid $235,000 in cash for it. 
Edward undertook about $16,000 
worth of improvements — new 
paint, appliances, countertops, 
hardwood floors and more. Once 
the work was done. Green called 
her client and told her about the 
improvements. The buyer who orig- 
inally balked agreed to rent it for 
$1,695 a month. Green said. That 
translates to a monthly profit. 

In search of cheaper proper- 
ties, the Greens researched other 
hard-hit parts of the country. 
They considered Detroit, looked 
into some communities in upstate 
New York and settled on Memphis, 
Tenn. They hired a local real estate 
agent through a family friend. The 
agent e-mailed photographs and 
descriptions of homes.

During a weeklong trip last 
year, the couple selected two hous- 
es. They bought one for $16,000; it 
needed another $16,000 in repairs. 
They paid $35,000 for the other; 
it needed just minor touch-ups. 
Given the distance, they hired a 
property manager to rent those 
homes. 

Their latest purchase was 
a three-bedroom, 2 1/2-bath- 
room townhouse in Dumfries 
they bought out of foreclosure 
for $60,000. They hope to rent it 
this month. 

“We are baby boomers, and 
we are looking for another way 
to have income,” Edward Green 
said. “It provides good cash flow 
if you have income coming in from 
rent, and with what is out there 
now, this is probably our best bet.”

Eric Ripert 

CELEBRITY CHEF, TRAVELER, TOASTER OVEN FAN 


Good-natured, silver foxy chef 
Eric Ripert (say it “rih-pair”) hails 
from France, but he hangs his 
toque in America. Ripert began 
his U.S. career with legendary 
D.C. chef Jean-Louis Palladin. 
Now he helms New York’s Gallic 
seafood palace Le Bernardin and 
D.C.’s West End Bistro. Known 
for gently critiquing contestants 
as a guest judge on “Top Chef,” he 
just debuted his own PBS cooking 
show, “Avec Eric” (Sat., 1 p.m.). 

Why’d you get into food TV? 

I thought I could do interesting 
things. But “Avec Eric” is different. 
It shows me cooking at Le Ber- 
nardin and traveling to beautiful 
places where I interact with hunt- 
ers, fishermen and farmers. 

Does travel make you a better 
cook? 

If you don’t travel, your inspiration 


shrinks. I live in New York City, 
and I don’t see farmers or even 
trees. You need to get out of where 
you are and get exposed to new 
ingredients and talk to people. 

Any foodie trips you’d suggest? 

It doesn’t have to be taking a plane 
and going to Thailand. Sometimes 
you can get inspired by going 
to another part of your city, like 
Chinatown or a South American 
neighborhood. Pickup things and 
talk to people. Or go to some exot- 
ic destination — just don’t cop out 
and eat at the hotel buffet. 

Do all these food shows make us 
better cooks? 

Cooking shows have made us more 
aware. The more we talk about 
food, the more we document it in 
newspapers or on TV, the more 
people will be interested in cook- 
ing themselves. 


Le Bernardin is seafood heaven. 
How do I cook good fish at home? 

There are many tricks on telling 
whether fish is fresh. For one, it 
should never smell like fish. But 
the best thing is to have a rela- 
tionship with your fishmonger. 
Ask what’s just arrived.

OK, I bought my fish. Now what? 

I think broiling is the easiest way 
to cook fish at home for a lot of 
people. Actually, you can do it in 
a toaster oven. 

Really? Fish in a toaster oven? 

I have a whole series of videos on 
my Web site (Aveceric.com) I call 
“Get Toasted,” where I cook things 
like vegetables and seafood in a 
toaster oven. It’s great for doing 
fish for one or two people. A, B, C, 
D and — boom! — it’s cooked. 

You have a rep for keeping cool 
in the kitchen. How do you keep 
from going all Gordon Ramsay? 

When I was a young chef, I used 
to be pretty antic and tough on the 
cooks. But I realized that I was 
not happy to be angry and that 
the cooks were kind of paralyzed. 
So, I changed my philosophy to 
one of positive reinforcement. A 
happy cook has more of a chance 
to do good food. 

Has D.C. changed as a food town 
since you started here in 1989? 

Back then, it was very limited. 
But now Washington is a city of 
many chefs, from Michel Richard 
to Wolfgang Puck.

» As the owner of cozy Old Town decor den Red Barn 
Mercantile (113 S. Columbus St., Alexandria; 703-838- 
0355), Amy Rutherford has a rep for a mix of hard- 
to-find new items — Thomas Paul’s vibrant patterned 
pillows, colorful Eishs Eddy pottery — and nifty sec- 
ondhand finds, such as salvaged library card catalogs 
or worn farm pulleys meant to be used as doorstops or 
bookends. “I hit up any resource I can — thrift stores, 
flea markets, antique malls, auctions,” Rutherford says 
while pawing through piles of housewares at Look Again 
Resale Shop (900 King St., Alexandria; 703-683-2558), 
a neighborhood thrift store where she regularly stops. 

She pauses over a selection of silver serving dishes. “These 
pieces might be older, but they’re still very classic,” she says. 
“Stores are making reproductions of them now, but it’s easy 
to find the originals on the cheap.” Sweet antique teacups 
(about $5 each) also catch her eye, though she’d use them 
as teensy planters. The busy shop overflows with small and 
big buys. One bummer: An iconic Eero Saarinen marble- 
topped tulip table ($995) that dominates the furnishing 
area wears a “sold” tag. 

“In thrift stores, patience is key,” she says. “You’ve got to 
scour the sections, move things around, look underneath 
them. That’s where you’ll find your treasure.” She pounces 
on an antique bank security deposit box ($9) — “they’re great 
for storing everything from pencils to papers” — and two 
retro children’s records whose vibrant, illustrated album 
covers she plans to reframe as art for a kid’s space.

(Steponkus.com) doesn’t 
do dirty. “I’m not the 
kind of person who likes 
to dig around an antique 
shop,” she says. Instead, 
she lands her deals the 
new-fashioned way: via 
the Internet. On the D.C. 
portal for classified-ad 
site Craigslist.org, Ste- 
ponkus browses for high- 
quality furnishings and 
display pieces being sold 
for little money. It’s how 
she scored the oversized, 
gilt-bamboo-framed 
mirror over her couch 
for just $25. “I would sell 
this myself for $4,000,” 
she says. 

Her trick to shopping 
multi-merchant sites such as 
Craigslist.org or Ebay.com: 
Be as specific as possible for 
whatyou’relookingfor. Ste- 
ponkus favors design-centric 
search terms such as ‘Bam- 
boo,” “antiqued,” “gilded” or 
“Greek key.” “Just looking 
for something like ‘light- 
ing’ is too vague,” she says. 
‘You’re goingto endup click- 


ing through listings of junk. 
I’d tiy ‘sconce,’ ‘chandelier’ or

Like all secondhand 
sources, the selection 
online is hit or miss, so it 
helps to check often.

tigator (Gabriel Macht). 

Stetko and her friend. Doc (Tom 
Skerritt), are eager to end their stay 
in Antarctica, but the explosion of 
violence comes just as winter is 
about to set in, meaning the last 
planes are about to leave. 

The murders — one victim is 
found in the middle of nowhere, 
frozen to the ice — also set off 
flashbacks for Setko. As a drug 
investigator in Miami, she was 
betrayed by her partner and 
nearly killed. This has, under- 
standably enough, given her some 


trust issues. 

There’s much that’s unbeliev- 
able about “Whiteout,” but nothing 
more so than the idea that someone 
can fight in minus-65-degree cold 
without anything to cover the face. 
Also, Stetko ’s parka looks more 
fashionable than functional. 

But despite such flaws, “Whi- 
teout” succeeds as a half-brained 
but intriguing whodunit. It’s not 
a fraction of “Fargo,” but its sol- 
id-enough performances and 
cool mood give it a noirish pulse.

ADAM (PG-13, 97 minutes) Beth (Rose 
Byrne) just out of a disastrous relation- 
ship, has moved into a new apartment, 
and she’s interested in the cute guy on 
the second floor (Hugh Dancy). Adam has 
Asperger’s syndrome, which renders him 
unable to empathize or to understand what 
other people are feeling. At its best, the film 
makes the viewer understand the frustra- 
tion of living in a world in which everyone 
is a stranger, (dk) 

ALL ABOUT STEVE (PG-13, 97 minutes) 
There are few things more cinematical- 
ly satisfying than Sandra Bullock in her 
wheelhouse. But it’s singularly excruciat- 
ing to watch as she contorts herself into 
a role that’s all wrong for her. This grue- 
some, almost perversely un-funny movie 
about a crossword puzzle constructor 
who obsessively follows a man across the 
country may get an asterisk on Bullock’s 
resume as the most misguided move of 
her career. Bullock’s Mary Magdalene 
Horowitz chases a news cameraman 
named Steve (Bradley Cooper), who she 
nearly mauls on a blind date before they 
even pull away from the curb. Bullock lisps 
and quips her way through a movie that is 
by turns cruel and unusual, culminating in 
a tortured critique of contemporary media 


and conformism. Thomas Haden Church 
provides a few laughs as a vain newscast- 
er, but buying Bullock as a hapless nerd is 
simply asking too much, (ah) 

DISTRICT 9 (R, 112 minutes) The poison 
that permeates this phenomenal film is 
the same toxin that defined so much of 
20th-century history: the oppression of 
the Other — in this case, scaly aliens with 
feelers for faces, a jones for canned cat 
food and a mother ship that has been hov- 
ering over Johannesburg for 20 years. The 
underlying gravitas of the story, in which 
aliens are warehoused in camps and used 
for gruesome experiments, keeps direc- 
tor Neill Blomkamp’s film smart, even as 
the aliens are turning their pursuers into 
Heinz 57 Sauce. As the craven corporate 
tool Wikus van de Merwe, acting new- 
comer Sharlto Copley is nothing short of 
revelatory. Wikus is assigned to move the 
aliens from their ramshackle township to 
tent cities that are, in fact, concentration 
camps. The aliens are hard to like, but we 
like them, just as we end up liking Wikus 
and rooting for the demise of Greater 
Human Civilization, (ja) 

EXTRACT (R, 91 minutes) Jason Bateman, 
Kristen Wiig, Mila Kunis, David Koechner, 
Ben Affleck and their abuser — writer- 
director Mike Judge, creator of “Office 
Space” and TV’s “King of the Hill” — have 
violated the trust of their respective fan 
bases by participating in what may be the 
most disappointing American comedy of 
the decade. Bateman is the owner of a 
food-flavoring factory in a nondescript 
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suburb of gated communities and hotel 
bars. His traitless wife (Wiig) won’t have 
sex with him. His best friend is a scuzzy, 
pill-popping bartender played by Affleck. 
It’s too timid to be black comedy, too inert 
to be slapstick, too unfocused and dull to 
be a takedown of the suburbs or of married 
life. As it is, it’s a major step back for all 
involved. Don’t see this movie, (oz) 

(500) DAYS OF SUMMER (PG-13, 95 min- 
utes) This romance understands that we 
mark our lives by our scrapes and defeats 
with love rather than by the white wed- 
ding-cake successes. It’s a drama that, 
at first blush, would seem excruciating- 
ly ordinary: the 500-day affair between 
Tom, who believes wholeheartedly in love. 


and Summer, who isn’t sure about love 
at all. What makes us connect is Tom’s 
funny, morose and ironic commentary as 
he does his damndest to reach the heart 
of a woman whose idea of lover and friend 
is, well, confusing, (dt) 

THE FINAL DESTINATION (R, 82 minutes) 
In the latest unoriginal, exhausted sequel, 
these movies have been reduced to bland 
killing machines, though this one features 
aggressive use of 3-D, with everything 
from race cars, tires and engines to nails 
from a nail gun, entrails and blood blast- 
ing off the screen into our laps. Blandly 
acted by players who seem resigned to 
the paycheck rather than terrified by the 
prospect of death or paralyzed by fear or 


even morbidly fascinated by their impend- 
ing doom, this one is certainly worth a pass. 
Of the blase cast, only Mykelti Williamson, 
as a security guard who accepts his fate 
with the help of his faith, and Nick Zano, 
playing a rude, crude and funny frat-boy 
jerk, stand out. It’s not frightening in the 
least, with only a few amusing moments, 
a pedal-and-forehead-to-the-metal race- 
track race track crash opener, and then 
you just keep time by counting off who 
survives the initial slaughter, and who 
awaits death when “their turn” comes. 

ORLANDO SENTINEL 

FUNNY PEOPLE (R, 145 minutes) As 
the film opens, comic superstar George 
Simmons (Adam Sandler) gets the news 


that he is suffering from a probably fatal 
form of leukemia. Meanwhile, Ira Wright 
(Seth Rogen) works the unpaid L.A. com- 
edy club circuit by night. George catch- 
es Ira’s act and asks him to be his writ- 
ing assistant and, it turns out, one-man 
entourage. Writer-director Judd Apatow’s 
alert, crude and compassionate film takes 
digressive, thoroughly unexpected turns 
as George takes stock of his life, (ah) 
GAMER (R, 95 minutes) Gerard Butler 
plays a convict trapped in a “real life” video 
game in which the players shoot their way 
through levels until they’re killed. Or they 
make it through 30 “missions” and are 
freed. Butler puts his game face on, playing 
a man unjustly convicted of murder, deter- 


mined to escape his doom in this weekly 
worldwide telecast of the game Slayers, 
where he is the heroic “first person shoot- 
er” named Kable. His real name isTilman. 
Tilman needs to survive, but he’s trapped 
in the “moves” made by a famous and soul- 
deadened teen gamer (Logan Lerman) 
with a knack for pulling the game trigger 
faster than his competitors. There’s very 
little room for acting (Butler is merely a 
presence here) or emotions or anything 
of real interest. When you set your sights 
on mimicking and commenting on a first- 
person-shooter game where the body 
count and the score are all you’re really 
interested in, you’ve set your sights too

low. ORLANDO SENTINEL 

G.l. JOE (PG-I3, II8 minutes) Stephen 
Sommers’ film is the loudest, flashiest, 
silliest and longest blockbuster in a sum- 
mer full of long, silly, flashy, loud block- 
busters. As far as plot goes, the crack 
commando team of G.l. Joes encounter 
an evil weapons dealer, a mad scientist, 
nanobots with a taste for 19th-century 
Parisian landmarks, a funny black guy, a 
couple of unconvincing romances and a 
girl who’s been brainwashed into becom- 
ing a lethal killing machine, (dk) 
HALLOWEEN II (R, 101 minutes) Writer- 
director Rob Zombie’s retooling of John 
Carpenter’s 1981 film delivers that old 
slasher magic, replete with graphic gore 
unseen in the earlier movies. The old for- 
mula applies; We find qualmless, stahhy 
serial killer Michael Myers alive (again) 
and on the loose (again) and willing to 
kill any baby sitter, beast or pedestri- 
an he encounters in Haddonfield, III., on 
Halloween night. Generally, he stabs peo- 
ple. Throughout, Zombie introduces some 
Michael (Tyler Mane) backstory and far 
more blood than Carpenter could have 
dreamed of. Some films might be said to 
be mountain-shaped, escalating to a peak 
before descending. Zombie’s is more like 
a vast plateau — a plateau strewn with 
shards of glass. Which is to say that it’s 
very effective at scaring the flipping flip 
out of you. RUTH MCCANN 
HARRY POTTER AND THE HALF-BLOOD 
PRINCE (PC, 153 minutes) Love potions, 
common-room snogging, adolescent 
heartbreak. It’s hard to blame the film’s 


screenwriter, Steve Kloves, or director, 
David Yates, for focusing on the romance. 
After all, as young-adult adventures go, the 
sixth book in the “Harry Potter” series is 
awfully light on the adventure, (dk) 

THE HURT LOCKER (R, 130 minutes) 
Kathryn Bigelow’s captivating, complete- 
ly immersive action thriller is set in Iraq in 
2004, but it transcends time and place, 
and in the process attains something uni- 
versal and enduring. Viewers are plunged 
into the disorienting world of the soldiers 
who disarm what Americans have come 
to know as lEDs, or roadside bombs, nei- 
ther of which does full justice to the car- 
nage they inflict, (ah) 

INGLOURIOUS BASTERDS (R, 151 min- 
utes) Quentin Tarantino manages to simul- 
taneously surprise and revert to form in this 
film. The surprise lies in his choice of period 
and subject matter. Set in France during 
World War II, the film tells the fictionalized 
story of a special squad of American Jews 
whose mission to kill and capture German 
soldiers was uniquely practical and sym- 
bolic. But from the admittedly breathtak- 
ing opening sequence, the film isn’t about 
history or war — it’s a movie about other 
movies. Brad Pitt stars as Lt. Aldo Raine, 
who early in the movie is shown assem- 
bling a group of Jewish soldiers whose 
mission is to do “one thing and one thing 
only: to kill Nazis.” Pitt’s character ends 
his speech by announcing that he’s part 
Apache and as such will insist that each 
of his men — the titular IBs — owes him 
“one hunnert Nattzie scalps.” Because 
it’s Tarantino, viewers can rest assured 
that we’ll see those scalps being taken. 
If only the Allies had Tarantino on their 
side, he could have made Hitler’s head 
explode, (ah) 

IT MIGHT GET LOUD (PG. 97 minutes) 
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Jimmy Page, the Edge and Jack White, 
three of the more influential guitarists of 
several generations, start a little fire-by- 
fret during director Davis Guggenheim’s 
film, which depicts wood, lacquer and 
hardware the way Hugh Hefner depicts 
Miss September. The documentary was 
conceived as a tribute to the electric gui- 
tar, easily the most important musical 
development of the rock era, maybe even 
the 20th century. The principals here, 
however — the elegant Page, the modest 
Edge and the cocky White — are strictly 
hands-on in achieving a singular sound 
that is, amid the clangor of mainstream 
musical traffic, distinctive and personal. 
Guggenheim, who won an Oscar for “An 
Inconvenient Truth,” makes all this gui- 
tar/guitarist worship both cinematic and 
delicious. One needn’t have aStratocaster 
moldering in the closet at home to get a 
kick out of this film full of personality and 
charm and a charisma level that’s set at 
around II. (ja) 

JULIE AND JULIA (PG, 118 minutes) 
Two movies battle for pride of place in 
Nora Ephron’s adaptation of memoirs by 
blogger Julie Powell and culinary legend 
Julia Child. Either way, Powell’s whiny, 
sad-sack self-absorption is no match for 
Child’s spirit, strength of character and 
joie de vivre, a fact made painfully clear in 
a movie that soars whenever Child (Meryl 
Streep) is on the screen and sags when 
Powell shows up. (ah) 

MY ONE AND ONLY (PG-13, 109 minutes) 
Call it a coming-of-rage summer saga, 
but without any sizzle. Set in the 1950s, it 
chronicles the cross-country trip taken by 
Upper West Sider Anne Deveraux (Renee 
Zellweger) when she finally leaves her 
womanizing, band-leader husband (Kevin 
Bacon) and takes her two teenage sons 
with her. She buys a Caddy and off they 
go, from city to city, seeking a new hus- 
band and daddy. Sons George (Logan 
Lerman) and Robbie (Mark Rendall) watch 
with eye-rolling dismay as Anne works 
her way through a collection of old flames 
and new prospects.
